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THE BIG FORK COUNTRY. 


E. S. Shepard's New Town on Canadian 


Soil. 


Gene Shcpard writes under date of 


5?ov. 28, that lie iirrivcd safely at the 
site of his new town, after u Journey 
by water fiom Grand Rapids, Minn., 
taking several days. The 
route lay 


up the Mississippi to the big Govern- 
ment dam at tlio foot of big "Winne- 
bcjjoshish Lake. This biff clum is one 
that was pnilt for the purpose, of 
equalizing the How of water in i.hc 
lower river and to assist navigation 
according to the water reseivo land 
bill of Thiid Pound. 
The 
clam is 


built upon water reserve land on the 
line or Hie Indian reservation and is 
several hundred tcet long and about 
thirty feet high and is built in a very 
substantial manner, provided with 
about twenty gates iiml at least six 
miles of dyke. It looks strange to scs 
such a mammoth piece of work so far 
out of civilization in the woods.

two of. whom sve hired to go with us 
and pilot us to tiic big b'ovlc waters. 
I had purchased a line boat for our 
journey at Grand Uapicls and

light, must in the b;>\v and made a 
cotton sail 5x0. The country through 
which we journeyed is strictly 
Xonvay pine- of the red timber variet} 
and about four log trees, and six to 
eight logs per M. After three and 
half days work we paid off our Indians 
who wore young fellows of the Cliip- 
powatomie variety whose greed for 
big pay is not satisiiable. 
But I 


traded a large diamond ring that I 
bought at Gnmd Rapids for 11.50 for 
the purpose of paying olT two greedy 
cusses like them, and as only one of 
them could have it lie agreed to pay 
tiie other $15.00 for the trip and he 
seemed to tx: still unsatisfied so Web- 
ber gave him a stiff hat, that settled 
down over his head and one car and 
ho left after he got his lunch, which 
I assure you was somewhat limited. 
At this point the river is more a rlcs 
bed than stream and in hair an hour 
T shot sixty ducks. 
We enjoyed some 


•^fine sailing up here. 
The wind was 


strong, and the water foamed in front 


i 
and in our wake''and I gave some 
Indians, who appeared on shore the 
caliope and amused Webber by play- 
ing Widow McGflc on the sail strings. 
"Wo went at the rate of twelve miles 
an hour for two and a half hours. It 
was enough to suit both Webber and 
myself and I think it would have 
been plenty wide enough for Gid 
Clark's sea farcing nature. 
I wished 


in one wild (light that Coon and 
Judge Raymond could have been with 
us and enjoy it. 
We got our thirty 


rnilo run before we camped and killed 
several 
mallard 
ducks, 
I was 


trying 
to shoot 
them 
so 
they 


would fall in the boat. There were 
millions upon millions of them 
and 


they would only fly up and light a 
few rods away, just to avoid being 
run over by our boat, I 
finally shot 


into a (look over, and ahead of our 
boat and they struck the sail and 
broke it down, we fixed it up and 
lost the ducks as we were going too 
fast to ever try to stop and came 
near capsizing as Webber grabbed the 
broken rope and dodged the ducks 
but I managed the l>oat so as to avoid 
a header; we slopped shooting ducks 
for fear of over loading our craft. 
The timber on Bowstring Lake is 
white and Norway pine of finite 
;i 


good quality. The land is a rich 
black soil and line farming land. We 


timber, 
In passing through the path 


of the big wind fall that so much was 
printed about in Sept., I took con- 
siderable time to make examinations. 
Found it to be about twelve miles 
wide, and I learned by talking with 
cruisers at Grand llapids that it was 
over one hundred miles long but only 
narrow strips were damaged. The 
newspaper reports were very rauch ex- 
agerated, bliimableto nine spot woods- 
men who are engaged in selling claims 
to unsuspecting dupes who are always 
looking for such people to locate 
them on claims with two to four 
million. 
As no one actually lives 


upon the homesteads except in a few 
cases.each cruiser sells the same claim 


many times as he gets suckers to 


camped for the night on the b.inks of 
the big Fork, which at that point i.s 
about one hundred feet wide and om 
hundred miles from its sourse. The 
next day we rowed and sailed as cir- 
cumstances permitted and campa 
again for the night: snow commencc< 
falling at dark and the wolves com- 
menced howling. We were very tired, 
slept well to their music, got a start 
at daylight after a-fine breakfast of 
roast duck, whanicks 
and 
coffee. 


I>uring the day we passed filwut one 
hundred hay stacks that had been 
made by lumbermen. The river is 
the finest I have ever seen. 
Consid- 


erable pine is to be seen 
along the 


. banks but as I was in too much of a 


hurry to get to ray journey's end 
I did not go back into the country 
much to learn the extent of the 


)ite and cash up or he finally by ac- 
cident runs onto a new one. 
The 


country is mostly yet unsurveyed ex- 
cept the town and range lines, and it 
woukl require a competent surveyor 
to locate any one or to tell where they 
are or whether or not they would 
come in for the whole or a part of the 
pine grove they wish to obtain. We 
stopped over night with an Indian 
family which was the richest one I 
ever saw in my life. They had about 
two hundred mallard ducks several 
hags of feathers, one black and a 
dozen red foxes, a pile of other beaver, 
rats and mini; skins, two bushels of 
rice and only one dog. 
After invoic- 


ing their stock and buying a quantity 
of rice and making an attempt to 
trade a diamond ring for the black 
fox and getting laughed at in Chip- 
pewa, we proceeded on our journey. 
After dinner Webber said he would 
stroll back in the woods a little way 
and see what the country looked like, 
iiefore I had the boat loaded I heard 
him hollowing and walked over to- 
wards where he was. He had dis- 
covered two large cubs eating acorns 
under an oak tree. They had run up 
an oak tree and I left him guarding 
them, and ran back after the guns. 
When I was about half way back the 
fellow yelled at the tup of 'his voice 
and 
by and by all was still. 
When 


I got to Ihe place, 1 saw Webber up a 
tree and the cubs gone, but rearing 
and pitching about under him and 
occasionally glancing up at him was a 
big she ln'iir who on my approach 
disappeared in the thicket only to 
reappear as soon as Webber tried to 
come down, but down he came and 1 
shot her in the face with fine shot, 
whicli confused her until Al. got his 
rifle and f_ave her a bullet through 
the shoulders. We then killed both 
cubs a short dista'nce from the tree. 
We skinncd all of them and 
threw 


away .some thirty or more ducks to 
make capacity for the hides in the 
boat and we have them now on th« 
floor of ou r shack. What is known as 
Big Falls 
was 
soon 
reached by 


us. It is about ten miles from our 
destination, 
it is a continuation of 


abrupt falls and rapids for about 80 
rods and falls about forty feet in that 
distance. To cut the story short, I 
will say that wo arrived here on the 
Ot.li day of Nov. the present month, 
at 7 p. m. and named the spot "Han- 
naford" after the Northern Pacific-

with scoop roof laid in mud at each

Well, 1 most close, «B I see with my 
sun glass that the mail is on its return 
trip to Fort Prances mid I have to row 
about thirty miles to mail this. Our 
mail is carried by a four tundum dog 
team with a half breed driver and to- 
bogan. It comes twice a month every 
pop—some pops—leaves Rat Portage 
on the 1st and 15th of each month. Bo 
I have not heard from home lor some 
time but suppose my folks are all well. 
You will think it strange to get such & 
long letter written ou birchbark, but 
there is no paper in the settlement 
and bark peels well here. There are 
over twenty towns up this valley that 
are the tinest and richest farming lands 
in tho world, and all vacant, subject 
lo homestead entry as soon as it U 
surveyed aud a liner chance to get 
farms in a good climate nuver was 
open. The river is open yet bere in 
from of our shack and we get all the 
white rlsh we want at live cents each, 
from the Indian miidens who call oc- 
casionally and sometimes ofteuer. I 
shall come home in about thirty dnys, 
just As soon as I gel through with my 
work here, uiy route will be through the 
unsurveyed trackless wilderness one 
hundred miies to the first camps out 
from Urand Rapids andjif the wolves 
let me ulone I will get through all O 
K. They say tiiat wolves will not ca 
a, tobacco usur, but I wiil have to take 
chancta as there is no tobacco nn> 
nearer than twenty-live miles and it is 
a liitle too far to walk for a chew.

The Land Office Decisions. 


Two of the Wausttu papers and a 


good many people have severely criti- 
cised the decisions of Kegisler Sanders 
in the Water Reserve bind cases. The 
criticism is a little more than the ex- 
pression of an honest difference of 
opinion, but recently has been openly 
charging corruption and collusion to 
defraud the filers. 
In printing the 


Vandercook-Sullivan decision last week 
the Pilot Review ran in a lot of its own 
comments and this week had to ac- 
knowledge, its "mistake." 
in cases 


such as those being tried before Mr, 
Sanders there is bound to be certain 
disaffection at the decision, no matt«r 
bow it goes, but for » newspaper to 
charge that these decisions are a part 
of a scheme to defraue and that Reg- 
ister Sanders and Ex Congressman Mc- 
Cord are at the bottom of it, is pretty 
serious. 
These papers should either
